WS I intend not in this 
Diſcourſe, to meddle 
with matters of State, 


01h \; Countries and King- 
domes, being farre aboue my iudge- 
mehit . Yet am Iboldeto makeſome 
diſcouerie of the vnderſtanding of 
right and vncorrupt reaſon 3 and of 
her excellent qualitic, place,and con- 
dition; and the dominion and autho- 
ritie hee ought to haue ouerthe affe- 
B ions, 
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BE — 


ftions,pallions, and ations of cucrie 
articular man, which being truely 
m—— , men may the better con- 
taine themſclues in obedience and 
duety to authoritic and commaunde. 
This labour I hold my ſelfe bound to 
vndergo, by the lawes of God, of na» 
ture,and of my countrie. left I ſhould 
otherwiſe charge my ſelfe with an 
idle imploying of my leyſure.Becauſe 
Reaſon is a qualitie, which euery man 
challengeth to inioy, by _ and 
peculiar fruition in himſelte, ſolely by 
the courſe of his originall deduced 
nature fromthe beginning of all anti- 
| — holding an ynremou- 
able opinion, that the courſes and di- 
reios which they takein hand, pro- 
ceede of Reaſon, and are warranted 
thereby. Yetfor that it is moſt appa- 
rant , that corruption is entered into 
the nature of man, and their mindes, 
andreaſon, are impaired from that 
anci- 
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Reaſons Monarchie, 3 
ancient primane perfeftion, where- 
with the firſt created man was endu- 
ed; it ſhall be very neceſlary, that all 
men, very aduiſcdly, and with deepe 
conſideration, ſearch , and examine 
themſclues concerning this point, that 
finding their errayrs , they may the 
better, and more aduiledly, reforme 
their faultes. 

Right and true Reaſon,as it ought 
to haue a gouernment generall , ſo 
doth it teach how to goucrne particu- 
lars : and by teaching gouernmen, it 
inſtruts howe to obey, which is one 
ſpeciall marke I aime at. For if ſhe, as 
& true Princes and Queene, beare 
the Regall, and Monarcall place, and 
onely ſhe ought to raigne ouer all 
paſſions , and affeRtions 3 then no 
doubt but ſhe hath , or ſhould haue, 
many Subie&ts that eughtto be diſci- 
| x wry , and kept inorder 

y her authoritie : the repligning 
B 2 where- 
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whereof 1s a kinde of rebellion. 
If this be a true poſition, Regnum 
eff parcere ſubietthts, debellare [uper- 


low,that all thoſe , either affetions, 
paſſians,or fancies,which ſtubbornly 
oppole themſielugs * againſt their 
| Prince, or reuolt from their dutiec, 
_ to be corrected as rebellious,or 
at leaſt, as diſturbers ofthe peace of 
their Queene,leſt their @utragious in- 
tempratureturn totheir own ſubuer- 
fionz forit is amolt cleare & reſolued 
conſequent, that take away order and 
pro——_ there preſently follows 

orror and confuſion : whichruie, 
as it often falleth out in great king- 
domes, among multitudes of men,fo 
yet originally dotheſe defefts com-

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any manner of perſwading others to 
giue credence therevnto , and onelic 
touch the ſame, ſo farre forth as may 
diſcourr the excellencie of reaſon. 

Hermes treating of the foule, ſaithz 
It is the garment of the minde, and 
the garment of the Soule is a certaine 
Spirite, wherby tis vnited tothe bo- | 
dy : and this thing 1s that which wee 
properly call Man, thatis,a heauenly 
creature , not to be compared to 
beaſtes , but rather with the Gods of 
heauen. 

Plats ſaith , that the ancient and 
holie Oracles are to be belccuce, 
which afhirme mens ſoules to bee 1m- 
mortall. 

Pithageras held opinion , that the 
Soule is a bodileſfle and immortal 
ſubſtance, put into this bodie as into 
a priſon for fin. 

eArchitus aith,that God breathed 
reaſon and vaderſtanding into man.

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Platoſaith, that God created man 
by himſelfe, yea and his luer, and his 
braine, and hisſenſes, whichis vn- 
derſtood to bethe ſoule , enducd as 
well with ſence, as reaſon. 

But ſpeaking oncly of the reaſona- 
ble Soule, he ſaith , that the Soule of 
man is very like the Godhead, im- 
mertall, reaſonable, vniforme, vadil- 
ſoluble , and eucrmore of one ſort, 
which are conditions that can not a- 
erce, but in things moſt dine: And 
therfore at his onda cn of the 
world , he willed his foule to returne 

home to her firſt originall. And inan 
other place, he maketh bold,to terme 
itto be kinne vnto God,that is to ſay, 
eucrlaſting , and of one ſelfe name 
with the immortall ones. 

eAriotle faith, that the ſoule of 
man commeth from without,and not 
of theſeede of man,as the body doth, 
and that the ſoule is the onely part in 
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vs that is diuine, which is as much, as | 


ifhe had ſaid, immortall. 

Cicero hath two excellent ſayings 
in this bchalfe , The originall of our 
ſoulesand mindes ,( ſaith he) can not 
be foundin this lowe carth : for there 
is not any mixture in them, or any 
compounding that may ſeemeto be 
made, or bred, of the carthz neither is 
there any moyſture, winde, orany 
fiery matter in them. And his reaſon 
in that place is, thatno ſuch thing 
could retaine init, the power of me- 
morie,vnderſtanding, or conceipt,to 
beare in mind things paſt , to foreſce 
things to come, & to conhider things 
preſent,which(ſaith he)are matters al- 
together diuine; concluding, that be- 
cauſe it conſited not of any elemen- 
tall matter, it muſt needes be 1mmor- 
tall. 

In another place he faith, that bee- 
tweene God and man,there is a kind-

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red of Reaſon , as there is betweene 
manandman, akindred of blood. 

That the fellowſhip betweene man 
and man commeth of the bodie , but 
the fellowſhip hetweene God and 


man commeth of God him(elfe, who 


created the ſoule in vs. By reaſon 


whereof (faith he) we may fay , wee | 


haue aliance with the heanenly ſort, | | 


as folles that haue diſccnded of the | 
ſame race androote. 

Seneca in his booke of Comfort, 
writing of the death of the Ladic 
Marcia hir ſon, ſaith, he is now cuer- 
laſting, and in the beſt ſtate,bereft of 
this earthly baggage, &c. which he 
mferred for the moſt excellent com- 
fort of all,to be, when the ſoule is de- 
parted from the body. 

Out of the ny af which it ſee- 
meth Heerocles had from Pubagoras, 
he very conlideratelie, and deepelic 


entering into the minds of the wic- 
ked

ked,ſaicth,that the wicked would not 
hauc their ſoules to be immortall , to 
thintent tkey might not be puniſhed 
for their faultes : But yet (faith hee) 
they preuent the ſentence of their 
Iudge,by condemphing themſclues 
vnto death before hand. 

Plotinizs, who wrote many excel- 
lent treatiſes concerning the Soule, 
and tooke great paines therein, ſaith, 
mens Soules proceede not of their 
bodies , nor of the ſeede of their pa- 
rents,but are as ye would (ay, hed 
into our bodies by the hand of God. 

The Soule ( faith hee ) hath had 
company with the Gods, and is im- 
mortall, and ſo would we fay of it 
(as Plato aftirmeth) if we ſaw it faire 
and cleere, But for as muchas we lſce 
it commonly troubled, we thinke it 
notto be, either diuine, or immortal. 
Neuertheleſle(ſaith he)he which will 
difcerne the nature of any thing = 

cCt= 
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feftly, muſt conſider it in the very 
owne ſ{ubſtance.or being, vtterly vn- 
mingled with any other thing for 
whatſocuer is added elſe vnto it,doth 
hinderghe perfeRt diſcerning therot. 
Therforelcteuery man behold him- 
ſelfe naked without anything , ſaue 
himfelfe, ſo as he looke vpon no- 
thing elſe,ſaue his bare ſoule:and ſure- 
ly , when he hath viewed himſelfe in 
his owne nature,merely,as he is in re- 
ſpeR of hisminde , he ſhall belecue 
himſelfe to beimmortall 3 for he ſhall 
ſce, that his minde aymeth not pro- 
perly at the ſenſible and mortall 
things, but that,by a certaine cuerla- 
ſting power, it taketh hold of things 
that are cuerlaſting, and of whatſoe- 
uer is poſſible to be conceiued in vn. 
derſtanding. Inſomuch, that cuen it 
ſelfe becommeth, after a ſort, a very 
world of vnderſtanding and light. 
Galen, after hee had moſt curiou- 
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ſly ſearched into the nature of Ele- 
ments, & as _—_ - he could, fathe- 
red the cauſes of all things the 
Elements : yetis inforced to confelle 
in his booke of thedoQtrine of Hip- 

ocrates and Plato, that the Soule is a 
bodileſ e ſubſtance, whereof the bo« 
dy is onely the chariot, making a dif- 
ference betweene the corruptible 
and immortall part of man. 

The Turkes, Arabians,and Per- 
ſtans holde firmely, that the Soule of 
man was breathed vnto him of God, 
and ſo conſequentiy, incorruptible, 
and mend! . Befides,many other 
ſtrong reſolutions amongſt the Phi- 
Joſophergthe very Caribics and Ca- 
| niballes acknowledge the ummortali- 
tic of the Soule. 

I omit to mention what is contai- 
ned inthe holy and ſacred Booke of 
God, and writers of diuininie, be- 
cauſe I would haue the moſt _ 
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that linc, repaire to learne of ſuch as 
were honcke prophane : if they 
{corne (as many doe) to peruſe the 
Booke of God. 

What mooued all theſe, and ma- 
ny millions beſides 3 nay, ina man- 
ner, the whole world , toacknow- 
ledge the excellent immortalitic of 
the Soule, butthis reaſonable vader. 
ſtanding and apprehenſion of the 
Soule , which being init ſelfe im- 
mortall, ſcarcheth out the know- 
ledge of thinges that are cucrlaſting, 
and neyther can finiſh, nor abide 
corruption in their ſubſtaunce ? and 

ſo much for the ſubſtance where- 
of Reaſon is the qua« 
line.

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In the farſt Creation, God made 
many creatures , whereof the world 
doth conſiſt in the whole, which be. 
ing truely conſidered, doe yeelde 
foure degrees, and each more excel- 


lent than other. The firſt forte haue 
onely being . The ſecond haue be- 


ing and hfe, The third haue being, | 


life,and ſence. The fourth haue be- 
ing.life ſence.and reaſon. 

It was fatly ſaid by a great learned 
man, thattheecarth, the ſea, and the 
are,are of great wr rg beare 
vp and fuſtaine a things that haue 
lfe, all that haue ſence, and all things 
that haue reaſon, and yetthemſelues 
haue no more but a bare being, with. 
out life,ſence,or reaſon:as they are the 
firſt things that were made of no- 
thing , ſo are they neereſt vntono- 
thing, and of meaner conſideration 
then the reſt, Theplants and hearbes 
arc the next, which beſides their be- 


ng,

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ing , have a kinde of life, as it is to be 
frone by theie growing, ſucking, or 
drawing their nounſhment from the 
carth , and their refreſhing from the 
aire. 

The Beaſtes haue being, life, and 
ſence, and haue their nouriſhment 
and feedin from the elements , and 
from the — _ Theſe thinss aid G od 
behold when he had made them and they 
were all good. 

Then did he make man, who had 
being, life, ſence, and reaſon, this ex- 
cellent qualitie which I wiſh cuery 
man deepely to conſider : for God 
breathed into man the breath of life, 


-and made him a liuing foule,he made 


him after his owne Image,by beftow- 
ing this luing , reaſonable, and im- 
mortall ſoule. 

Marke wel, how by degrees God 
made theſe things, the earth, the wa- 


ter, andthe aire, of nothing, thatit 
might

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might bud and bring forth the trees, 
and cuery greenc herbe. 

Then the trees and grafle ofthe 
earth for the feeding of the beaſts. 

T hen the bealts of the faced, and 
the foules,and cuery creeping thing. 

Andlaſtly, he made man his ma- 
teriall bodie of the duſt of the earth, 
but his reaſonable ſoule,by divine in- 
ſpiration, who is properly ſaid to en- 
wy the Elements , lime of the plants, 
and commaund the beaſts, to conſi- 
der and diſcourle of all things, and to 
bea Intle world in himſelfe. Superi- 
oritic was giuen to him,as hauing the 
dominion and propertie of the reſt of 
the creatures whom God brought to 
man,to recciue their names , for they 
had notvnderſtanding to nameone 
an other : but the reaſon of man did 
diſtinguiſh betweene them, and gaue 
them proper and ſeveral! additions, 
which his memory,cnducd with rea-

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ſon, did continually retaine , he T0- 
nerned them, were they neuer "fo 
ſtrong, and employed them to what 
ſeruice it plealed him. And to this day 
man hun the wild beaſts, & lawtul- 
ly challengeth the propertic of them. 
So much 2 25 the dine and cuerla(t- 
ing things are more excellent then 
corruptible, is the qualitie of right 
reaſon of the 1ynmorrtall ſoule, aboue 
thereſt of the creatures ſu bie&t tO Cor- 
rupuon. 

An anaent Philoſopher, out of an 
very inſtin of oature, inthe d 
ſideration of reaſon ſaid, that the rſt |

By which feeling he meaneth not 2 
alpable, bodily, or materiall fecling,

At the time of the creation of

And becauſe 
beaſtes 1n many things baue aneerc- 
nes vnto Reaſon , being creatures in 
degree next vnto men, +» vs peruſc 
ſomethings in them which doe de- 
ceiue men, and wherein moſt men 
doerre,To mooue.to feed, to ſleepe, 
to wake, to ſee, ſmell or ſence any 
thing, commeth not to Reaſon - to 
feare,to eſchew,to dehire, to diſcerne, 
to1magine, to generate, nor to pre- 
ſerue the young , commeth not to 
right Reaſon. Barely to preuent imi- 
nent dangers proceedeth not of Rea- 
ſon, for the beaſts enioy alltheſe, and 
will flee from their purſuers and eſ- 
chew to caſt themſclues headlong 
from” any high place. Bare know- 
ledge procced:th not of Reaſons, for 


| the birdes know their mates, be they

curious neſts to preſerue their egges, 
they ſit and hatchtheir young , and 
know the times of the yeare for that 
urpoſe , and the ſtrength of their 
4 to make ſhiftfor themſelues 
before they will leaue to feede them. 
In theſe matchings and keeping to 
their mated Companions without 
change, though they proceed not of

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the inclination they had to draw rude 
and confuſed matters to ſome rea- 
ſonable head and order, moued them 
to take thatpaines. T he lawes of do- 
minion and propertic of things, both 
reall and perſonal, of mixt and entire, 
are drawne out of Reaſon , and all 
their bratinches ought to bee tied faſt 
thereunto. The law of ſcueritie and | 
puniſhment, are inthe nature of kee- | 
ping the guiltleſle from receiuing 
wrong, , and are as a prateQtion for 
the well goucrned, not drawneout of 
an vnreaſonable deſire of puniſh» 
ment, without cauſe, or tormenting 
the offender in reſpe& of his perſon, 
but to take off the offence. | 
In the orderly or fit doing of any 
thing, the mind and Reaſon beginne 
their work at the latter end, and atthe 
eftc&tz as in building a houſe, Rea« 
ſon hath laid the whole plot, and the 
cauſe to what end it is built, before a- 
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ny ſtone be laid. 

In any iourny, Reaſon, either hath, 
or ſhould ſet downe the probabilitic 
of good tocvſuec therof. 

What cauſed the men ofauncient 
time to enter into con{1deration of c- 
ternitie , and to ſearch into the diffe- 
rence of things immortall, and things 
tranfitorie, ſubie& to corruption , of 
the beginning & ending of time, and 
of the world , and thattime isnot in ' 
reſpeRt _ and cternitie, but - 
things that had beginnings;and paſle 
— whoſocuer (hall Ee 
into the workes of Hewer, Hefiodwe, 
Parminidesr, Mercarixa, Sophocles, 
CE/chylus, Enripides, and others, ſhall 
hnde that this Soules qualitic of Rea- 
ſon; cuen out of nature it ſelfe , had 
ſearched farre into theſe deepe mat- 
ters, 

It is amongſt the Philoſophers a- 
greed, that there is in man a double

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ſpeach , the one, in the mind before 
we viter'it, and the other is called,the 
ſpeach of the voyce, vitered with the 
mouthz the one priuate,the, other ſer- 
ueth to publiſh that which-the mmde | 
and vnderſtanding haue conceined |

The learned tranſlatours of the 
Greeke word, Lepos , ſomtimes call | 
t {peach;forntimes, word, and ſome- | 
times, Reaſon, and it alludeth to this, : 
UVox pre fert, animuu ratrocrinarnr mens | 
t:s verbum ip/aratio eff, The voice vi- | 
terath the'mind, reafoneth,and debas- | 
teth, & fo Reaſon is the very wordor | 
ſpeachofthe mind. And as itis fithe 
ſaid,that what proportion is between | 
the voyce ot { mached the mind; the | 
like is betweene the ſpeach of the 
mind, andthe ſpeach of vnderſtan- | 
dwg, , the voyce hath neede of aire, | 
and is diaided inte partes, and requi- | 
reth leaſure,the minde eindiuiGhle, |

And as there 13 det- 
cribed to bee in the reaſonable toute, | 
working,vnderſtanding,and wills. | 
ſo are not theſe, three !rues, nor thre- | 


ec, | foules invs, but one life, & one foulr. 
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And theſe are three powers, which 
the reaſonable and 1mmortall foule 
cannot want . The like is Gaid of the 
memorie of ynderſtarding , or of 
mindecfull vnderſtanding, to bean 
aboundance of reaſon, and as it were | 
a hoorder vp of the continuall influ- 
ences of the minde, which minde A- | 
werbos and eMlexander tearme , the | 
worketull minde, which 1s, a power, | 
or force, that can skill to extend rea- 

fon from one thing to an other, 
whicli they alſo conclude to be vn- 

corruptible, cucrlaſting, and diuine: 

and by this Minde, is vnderſtoode, 

the immortall reaſonable ſoule of 
man. And, as agreat learned man, 


writing of the corruption of mans | 


nature,ſheweth, that the worlde,and | 
all the creatures were made for the 
vie of man, and commending the | 
vnderſtanding and reaſon of man; 


Hee frlt ſpeaking of the other crea-

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tures,fayth, To what purpoſeaze all 


| their virtues , and excellent proper- 


nies, if themſclues know them not? 
The Sunne, faith he, excelleth a- 


mong the Cceleitiall bodies, and the 


Roſe among the flowers : The beaſt 
is a degree aboue thetrees: But what 
Skilles 1t, what thou arte,or what thou 
haſt, if thou know itnot,nor vnder- 
ſtandit.

T hat 1s,/tv ſpeake tnore 
operly, God hath gen vnto man, 
al,and whatſocaer al other creatures, 
cider kaue, or be, and hath not dealt 
with him, barcly, as with a creature, 
but rather, as with his owne childe:

to maintaine the t 
of innocencic ww perk, 
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Han jin'thereaſonabk (oule of man, 
butthat-God was the Creator therg- 
of, from whom could-procecde no-+ 
thing bijt good, There needeth no 
further proote to diſcouer, that this 
perfeftion and innogencic is corrup- 
ted aud. jnypaired, but euery particu- 
lar matds examination, of his owne 
actions, :thoughts;' and.wordes, that 
daily and bowrely paſſe from him, 
Fox if any man wit take-gny one day, 
a note offll the words hee hath ſpo- 
ken, and examine thenext day, how 
inſfufhcent and vaine the molt of 
them haug beene, þe hall neede no | 
other Tudge but his owne conſci- | 
ence. If he ſhall ay other day record 
all his thoughts , and after tric their 
conſonancie with reaſon, I kauecto 
him that ſhall make proofe thereof, | 
whathe will cenſure m-that behatte. | 

And if any will-peruſe his acts & | 
aceds, cuen in ſome 4hings that are 
now | 
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now lawfull and honeſt, he ſhal finde 
nature my albamed of them to 
be diſcouered, bicauſe they were not 
originally in partes of nature, bur are 
hthence crept in by corruption. Any 
that will duly looke into theſe cauſes, 
ſhall plainely find himſelfe depriued 
of all perfe&tion and innocencie, and 
his owne ſoule to be polluted with 
wickednes, and all the powers and 
ualities thereof; yea his vnderſtan- 
ng, reaſon, and will, to be peruer- 
ted, and natureit ſelfepreuaricated, 
Inthe firſt creation, mans vnder- 
ſtanding, wit , and reaſon,extended 
only tothe knowledge of good : his 
will was then tied to obey reaſon: 
Ardinthat time was not his nature, 
Soule,nor reaſon polluted with fond

ſinne, I will proceed to the reſt as the | 
cauſe oftereth. | 
Since, ardin the inftant time of | 
this ouerthrow,there arc growne in» 
to the very nature of man, and of his 
Soule and Reaſon,pride lu#?,/elf-will, 
enme, hatred, anger, ſorrow , decent, 
faiſhoode , partzalute, and infhnite 0- 
ther paſſtons and afteftions, (which 
tor breuity I omit to ſpeake of ) hauc 
thruſt themſclues into this Monar- 
clic, and wonderfully and vniuer- 
{ally 
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Latly oppoled thernſclues, and rebel- 
led againſt their Empreſle , and her 
eſtate, and kingdome, and grieuou- 
flv and ſorely rcbelled againſt hey 
wit gcuernment , fetting vp new 
courſes and orders mſomuch as Se- 
neca in his tine complained, { efſers 
publicaiura prizat!s,& cepit lieu eſſe 
quo prblicum eff. And Plotmu en- 
ing into conſideration hereof,doth 
as it were , wonder thereat, ſaying, 
what ſhould be the cauſe, that ow 
ſoulcs,being of a diuine nature, ſhuld 
fo farre forget God their father, and 
their kindred, and themfelags > And 
makine the antwere thereto himſelfe 
« he ſaith. The beginning of 1his 
> milchicte, v 45 acertaine raſhnetilz, 
* and ouer boldneſlc, throgh which 
* they would needes rlucke their 
« necks out of the Coller, and bee at 
* their owne commaundement. By 
«* which abuſe, turning their hbertic 
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* into licentiouſncſle , they went | 
* cleane backe, and are ſo farre gone | 


« away from God, that like children

ture, hath made it to tumble from 
heauen to hell. 


The Auncient Philoſophers, ta- ; 


king conſideration of thenumber of 
affe&tions, and paſſions, wherewnh 
the Souleand Reaſon of man is in- 


feed and corrupted, which Plutark | 
afrmeth to be much more ſorrow- !: 


ful, and gricuous then the bodily dil> 
caſes, endenouring to reduce and 
bring thoſe intemperate affections, 
and paſſions, to ſome reaſonabe or- 
= made diuers books of Mo- 
ralvertues and lawes, and giuen ſun- 
dry rules, ordinances, = recepts, 
to bring them to obediece. fn which 
their exceeding painefull works, they 

fitiucly inuergh againſt the rebel- 
touſnesthat is naturally in vs, againſt 
Reaſon,thatis, the rebelliouſnes that 
is creptin by this corruption of na- 


ture. Theſe rebellious afteftions & 
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paſſions are not asſpottes or ſtaynes, 
that may be waſhed, or clenſed out | 
of nature, but a decpe impretion 1m | 
nature, with mach ad» to be reſtrai- | 
ned and held ſhort, but neuer viter- | | 
ly to be ſubdued or ouercome;wher-, 
vponit is very fitly ſaid by a man of 
= efcatlearning.Sccing that reaſon 1s 
* formuch more excelct then paſſion 
« arafteftion, as the formes,ſhape, 
© or faſhion 1s more excellent then 
& the matter , or {tutte,wherein it is. 
Whence commeth this infe&tion 
in vs,that malceth the matter to ouer- 
maiſter the forme, and cauſeth the | 
form, as it were, toreceiue ſhape and 
faſhion ofthe matter, that is to ſay, | 
which putteth Reaſon in ſubietion | 
to paſſions , and to the unpreſlion | 
which affedtion yeeldeth,contrary to | 
7 order which 1s in al the world be- 
10c? | 


What elſe is this intemperance of 
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man but Reaſon,as it now remaineth 
nwrought or ingrauen with Juſt & 
concupilcence ? what is anger, bur 
Reaſon, attainted with choler, &c. 
N's fic fmit ab mitte. It was notlo inthe 
firſt creation. The motions of luſt, 
anger, and infemperance which now 
rule men again(t Reaſon,were not in 
the originall nature of man , neither 
procecd they of the firſt creation:for 
then would not nature be aſhamed 
of themas you &cit now 1s. Theſe 
motions are crept in ſince by corrup- 
tion. And therefore the gricuing 
that happencth to men by > pal: 
ſtons,isa working of nature, whuch 1s 
aſhamed to play the bruit beaſt. 
There-are deſcribed to bein the 
reaſonable ſoule of man foure pow- 
ers or abilities , firſt, /iure (econdly, 
Wil,thirdly,an abi/itie of berg an rec, 
fourthly, an: eAbillute of Lyfiins. 
In thoſe foure abilities the P4:/>- 
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/ophershaue entended to place foure 

vertues.In wit,wiſdome,in will,r1gh- 
teouſneſle; in the abiline of being 
argrie valor 3 in the abilitie of luſt 
S$taidneſſe. Theſe powers,abilities, & | 
vertues are maymed. And thoſe a- 
bilities haue not thoſe vertues, Fu 1s 
maymed with ignorance; #4, with 
doing wrong Valor, with cowardice 
Staidenes,with licentiouſnes. 

Beſides the outward fences, ima- 
gination, and appetite, which are c6- 
mon to beaſtes, man had wit orrea- 
ſon,andwill,of the gift ofthe creator 
peculiaFto man only; by which wee 
elteeme our ſelues better then the 
beaſts, and in regard therof, we look 
to hauethem in ſubieQion vnder vs. 
Andal this Reaſon leadeth vs to vn- 
derſtand. But obſerue the ſequell, 


dition of mans nature is now , that 
whereas imagination ought to rule 


the 
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theſences, will, to rule the appetite, 
and Reaſon to rule the imagination, 
it fareth farre otherwiſe, for imagina- 
tion giueth way to the outward ſenſe: 
A ite ruleth will, and imaginatts 
carrieth Reaſon ather pleaſure ; in- 
ſomuch, that the very ſenſuall parte 
which is the meaneſt, carrieth all the 
reſt, and maketh Reaſon an vnder- 
lingz- nay, oft times leaueth Reaſon 
quite out, and rebelleth againſt her, 
and © this ſpirit and reaſon of ours 
1s forward to nothing but euill, nor 
enclined to any thing ſaue baſe , and 
tranſitorie matters. It faſtneth it ſelt 


to the earth, and is bond{laue to the 


bodie. 

Todiſcouer how farre the aunci- 
ent Philoſophers(ont of ſuch reaſons 
as they had)waded into theſe cauſes, 


would requirea long worke, ther- 


fore a worde or two . Philoſophie it 
ſelfeis ſaid to be an art of healmg the 


foule |

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foule of the infirmities whereinto it 
was fallen from hir firſt perfetion, | 
The firſt ſtep thereunto, or pre» 
cept is, Noſce teepſuem,begin to knoiy 
"I | 
eAriftotle coulde not chaſe but 
knowe , that the vnderſ{tanding and | 
minde of man was out of tune, when | 
in his Moralls, he declarcth, that the 
affe&ions ought tobcruled by rea- 
ſon, and our mind brought fxem ex- 
treames into the meane, and ftom 
tarring into the right tune. | 
Theopbrasku faith , that the ſoule | 
yed well for her dwelling in the | 
1%/ conſidering how much it ſut- | 
fred by the bodies meanes : ſhewing | 
that he confadered 'that corruption | 
was entered into man , eucriinto his | 
foule, mind, and reaſon. | 
Zoriaitres the grand-child of Noa, | 


| and auncienteſt of Philoſophers, 


bewayleth this laps, fall, and digreſ- | 


fion'| 


had 
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ſion of therace of mankinde, crying, 
alas, alas, the whole carth mourneath 
cuen vnto children. 

And Hermes in his Poewrander 
giucth ita molt abſolute concluſion, 
where he ſaith, God created mi after 
tis owne likeneſle, and gaue himall 
thingsto vic , but man, inſteed of 
ſtaying vpon the beholding of his fa- 
ther, would necdes bee medling and 
doing ſomewhat of himſcife , and fo 
fell from the heauenly contemplati- 
on,into the ſphere of clements or ge- 
neration. And becauſe he had pow- 
cr oucr all things, he begantofallin 
louc with himſclfe: And gazing and 
wonenng at himſcite, hewas foin- 
tangled, that he became a bondſlaue 
to his body, being before at libertic.

ſed to Eve, what Reaſon was that, 
that led {ame to kill efbed!, or the 
Children of God to be bewitched 
with the beautic of the daughters of 
men,orthe { a/drans to creft the tow- 
crof Babel. 

The effec and iſſue will ſhewe 
what kinde of reaſon it was. By the 
firſt came the deſtruction and ouer- 
throwe of all the perfe&tion of man. 
By the ſecond, aperpetuall curſe to 
the murtherer, and a continuall an- 
guiſh, ſorrow, and griefe to his heart 
and ſoule. By the third,an vniuerdall 
deluge vppon the face of the whole 
carth : And bythe fourth, an vtter 
confuſion of languages. 

Godin the creation made al things

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in order : and Order would that our 
| witſhould obey God, andour fen- 
| {cs and appetnes obey Reaſon. But 
we ſceapparantly, that for breaking 
| this order, theſe confuſtons haue tn- 
ſlucd. 


on.let vs looke into our ſclues, by the 
rule afore preſcribed into things in.

As the in- 
ferior creatures, whereof the ſenfitue 
| are the chiefeſt, come not necreman

thee. T heres deſcribed to be in man 
aſcnſuall appetite,viuch the Schoole 
men SaideJinto two partes the luſt- 
full appetite, and the ircfull or wrath- 
full appetite « There are allo de- 
G 4 {cr1- 
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ſcribed to bein theſe two appetites 
twelue principall pallions, whereof 
ſix,which are loue,and hatred, long- 
ing, and loathing, gladneſle, and ſad- 
neſle, doe folow the luſttul appetite. 
The other ſixe, thatis, hope,and dil- 
paire,fearfulnes, and foole-hardines, 
Cholericknes, & coldnes, do follow 
the irefull part. 

T hat theſe are al ſenſual, is plaine, 
in that they finiſh, and end,when life 
leaueth the body. Belides, the very 
bruite beaſts haue their parts in them 
as well as men. Theſe are the ſub- 
ies which in every particular body, 
and gouernement of euery perſon 
oughttobe kept in obedience vnto 
reaſon : gnd not to iſſue or proceed 
any further,than they can ſhew their 
"_— authoritic, and commiſſion 
or, 

Nowe ſeeing the imperfeftion of 
all theſe things is crept into the cor- 


rup- 
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ion of the nature , as well of the 
bodies, as ſoules of men, it bchoou- 
eth cucry one therfore to ſummon a 
parliament, and to aſſemble all theſe 
paſſions and affeftions, to recciue 
diretion, howe to bee diſpoſed , in 
what cauſes, & how farre. 3nd to re- 
ceiue reprehenſion and diſcipline for 
their cotempt or diſobediEce. For the 
diſcoucne whereof, obſcrue this in al 
the things wherein thou employelt 
thy minde. ; And therein firſt conſt-

waſt no where. Nowe when thou 
ſendeſt thy mind and reaſon into the 
bowelles of the earth, to ſearch there, 
for things of much virtue , as golde, 
and other mettalles , weigh by the 
rule ofright reaſon, to whatvſe thou 
intendeſt the employment thereof, 
| whetherto the #loric of the Giuer,or 
thine owne priuate appetite wm 
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fire, whether thou cſteemeſt not 
more, afew Flemmith angells, than 
the blood and life of a thouſand blel(- 
ſed Saints? If thou growe affected 
to the garment of the earth, the graſle 
ofthe field, and their ſtately bran- 
ches, conſider whether thou putte 
true difference betweene them and 
immortalhtie, and how much leſle 
thou arte inquiſitive after Eternitie, 
than thoſe corruptible matters. Ex- 
amine thy ſelfe, whether thou be thy 
monies maiſter, or his vaſlall. If thy 
hiking be carried after the moouing 
things,confider how the delightand 
pleaſurein them ouer-ruleth thy af- 
tetions, and taketh vppe thy minde 
from contemplating their right vſe, 
andthe end whereto they were ap-

Ifin keeping company with thoſe 
of thine owne kinde, there are two

And therein confider that 
Reaſon ſhewes thee, that God made 
one woman for one man , and but 
one man for one woman: which the 
more ſheweth the excellencie of his 
creation, 1n that hee made ſolarge a 
worldefor ſo ſmall a company. T hat 
this is a true concluſion,not to be vi- 
olated by Reaſon , the very rule of 
cuen-hoode,and right, dooth ſhew. 
For whoſocuer would breake wed- 
lock, would not haue the ſame mea. 
ſurc requited to himſelf:neither doth 
the fatherlike it inthe ſonne, nor the 
mother inthe daughter , and rather 
than confeſleit > —_ her ſelfe, in 
| reſpe@of her originall pureneſle , is 
ſoalhamed thereof, that ſhEwill ra- 
ther commit periurie, than acknow- 
ledge it : which agreeth well with the 
wordes of Gods owne ſpinite, pro- 
nounced by Malachi, bh G _ 
abun- 
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abundance of ſpirite, which ſheweth 
that he might have made diuers wo- 
men for one man, or diverſe men for 
one woman; but his purpoſe was 0- 
therwiſe, howſoeuer men regarde it. 

If thy parpoſe be, in accompany- - 
ing with men, and hauing focictic 
with them, reftice finem, to what end

Now if in thy rind thou conceive 
miſchicfe,fraude,and deceit, and thy 
mouth pronounceth {moothe and 
pleaſing wordes, ſend Reaſ6ntoin- 

uire, who it is that ſnteth betwcene 
thy minde, and thy mouth, that cau- 
ſeth this iarre betweene thy heartes 
intent, and thy voyced ſpeech : and 
ſhe will findethere placed that ſubul 
ſophiſter that begwled Exe with an 
Apple, neucr intending more mil- 
chiefe than vader ſmoothe wordes, 
Cel inore, verba laitys : fel in corde, 
framc in fatlts, 

If thy ations and performance 
accompliſh not thy promiſes, thy rea 
ſon will thew , there was corruption 

w 
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inthy minde , or weakeneſle inthy 
ynderſtanding,that wouldeſt aducn- 
ture to promule mauicrs abouc thy a- 
bilitie. 

Ifthy mind be difcomteted(which 
is a generall thing among men) ſome 
in wulhang to chage their ſex,as men 
to be wortien, & women to be men: 
old mento be yong, children to bee 
of ripeage,the {ingle to be married, 
the cou Td tobec aſunder, the ſer- 
uantto be Maſter, the Maiſter to be 
ſeruant, therich to be morerich, the 

reto be as rich,the needy to haue 
the wealth of his ncighbour,the man 
ſubic to obeditce to rule the gouer- 
noroft times, to be freed of his great 
burthen. And this which isa gene- 
ra!l fault in euery man of aduance- 
ment and preferment,to exccl.and to 
beare Rule, infowuch, that ofttimes 
the ſubic& vniuſily contendeth for 
the kingdome. A thouſand other 
things 
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things there are i ſceking of nouel- 
ty,cxchange of trades, and courſes of 
life, ofhealth, and hbertie, and ſuch 
like 3 which I leaue to rehearſe and 

ſend thee to thy ſelfe for reſolution. 
Peruſe thy whole body, and thou 
ſhalt finde ders neceflary parts and 
members, as the feete,the legges, the 
hands, the armes, the head, the eyes, 
the teeth, the liuer, ſtomake, lungs, 
eines; ſinewes,arterics, & ſuch like; 
Al which tend to theperformance of 
ſcueral duties and ofhices to the heart, 
and the life therein placed. And as 
none of theſe can be wanting, to 
makea perfe bodie, ſonone of the 
enuy another, nor defire to change; 
& being made for theſe ſeueral vſes, 
cannot exchange places nor offices. 
So isitthy caſetg be a part,or mem- 
ber of another world. And as thou 
wouldeſt not bee a ſtone, to bee the 
richeſt Iewell : nor a tree, to bee the 
orcateſt 
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greateſt Cedar; a beaſt, to bee the 
great Behemoth ; a fiſh, to beethe

Iabub himſelte:So Reaſon teach- 
eth.,that thou canſt not be Moſes nor 
Elias, Salomon nor Dauidzhot borne 
of the roote of /eſſe,no R mane, ras 
lian, not Germar,thou canſt haue no 
other Father nor Mother then thine 


owne. If thou be notborne ofthe - 


blood Royall , it is not Godsfault: 


Butifthouraſhly aſpireto that whers. 


to thon art not borne, it is thy fault. 


Andthe ſame reaſon whereby thou | 


requireſt to haue dominion ouer thy 
inferion requireth thou ſhouldeſt o- 
bey thy ſaperior. For the powers that 
are ordained of God, among whom 
the king is the moſt excellent, carry- 
ing repreſentation of the: maieſtic, 
jaſtice, and mercie of God. 

If thou ſend forth, ( as thon muft 


| of neceſſity) any of =P appetites, af- 


feftions, 
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feftions , or paſſions. Then give 
them their Commiſſion, for feare of 
offending : and omitting the reſt, I 
will particularly touch theſe. And 
firſt, concerningneceſlaric things, if 
thou ſufter thy affeion, or paſtion 
of thirſt at hibertie, let her notriott fo 
farre as to oucr-maiſter thy Reaſon, 
be as carcfull in thy greateſt drought 
. to keepe moderation therein,as thou 
art fearcfull, to burne thy ſelfe with 
fier, when thou art moſt coldes be as 
wary in that point as thou woldcſt be 
to put a {word into a madde mans 
hand. 

If thy paſſion of hunger craue li- 
bertie, ſet her boundes that the ſur- 
fettnot, nor waſte as much in one 
day, as would fatisfie theea moneth: 
If the affeii6 of cold requireclothes, 
ciuehecr alaw, that ſhe exceede not 
hir bounds, by putting on thy whole 
wealth in afute of apparrell. m

And as Loue is 
properly ſaid to be a delire of things 
aire, goodly ,and beautifullyſo let 
her not extend them further then wo 
things honeſt, profitable, andpolſi- 
ble. For if the thing thou loue bee 
hot honeſt, it will bea cogze to thy 
conſciencezif not profitub'e, it wil be 
weariſome to thy life; if not poſlible, 
it will turne into griefe, and fo either 
into a deſperate or mad humor. For 
if Plato conclude rightly, that, all 
things in this world arc engendered 
by loue, thou haſt Reaſon, to take 
heedethou abiife itnot , andit be- 
come thine owne confuſion, If thou 
hate, ſee it bee vice, & not yertue,for 
| there is poneſo impudent, but will 
confeſle that vertue is a gaod of the 
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| foul&zand vice beeing the contrary,is 
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an cuill. Tf Reaſon beth medicine, | 
the contrary mult negds A the ſick. 
nes ofthe Soule. ©: 

If thou feele ſadnes or ſorrow c6- 
ming faſt towards thee, (et Reaſon 
ſtoutly and valiantly to defend thee 
from it, remembring Salomons con« 
cluſion, that a ſorrowfull hart drieth 
vp amans bones : yet miſtake not 
my meaning, for godlie ſorrow far 
thy miſdeedes, is a good protetion 
againſt the other. 

Inthe caſe of friendſhip, take 4-

But he that hardeneth his heart, hall 
fall into miſchicfe. Which meane 1s 
fully deſcribed by £/ay in 65... chap- 
rer,faying:whom ſhall I regard fauh 
the Lord, but bim thatis milde and 
gentle, and ſtandeth in feare of my 
wordes ? And God himlſelfe (aide, 
that Meſer was a wxhle mon gboue 
| al 
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all that liued,accompting nuldeneſle 
for the height of vertue. 

And bicauſc in the ireful appetite, 
heate, choler, and fury, beare a great 
ſway, whiclrlike the raging fire con- 
ſumeth without meaſure. Thou 
had(t ncede ride ſuch a colt with -a 
ſtrong mu{-roll, and muſleit as thou 
woldeſt a biting maſtiffe, leſt in thy 
—_ ouercome thy Reaſon, and 
rebell againſt their Queene, and by 
treaſon, they bring thy life to confu- 
ſion.

Althele paſli6s,it they be inqxdinate,

{ rocadule , or the {word of thy maliti- 
ous enemy. If thou wilt be'carcfull 
and curious in framing thy timber for 
the building of a houſe, that euery 
thing be fitt and proportionable : ſo 
haſt thou need to take as great care in 
reforming and keeping thy paſſions 
and affe&ions,ſubieR within the rule 
of Reaſon.

And as the cauſe may require, fo 
that it gocth to the Iudges theſclues: 
For like as by the verdict of Twelue 
men,cuery cauſe of ſome nature mult 
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be tried : So by the DireRion of the 
Law, cauſes of ſome other nature arc 
to be deſcided, and adindged by the 
ſentence of the twelue ludzes of the 
Land. | 

Is it notof worthie conſideration, 
& avery reſonablecourſe,that reaſon 
hath ſet downe,that the trial of Land 
thalbe by men of the ſame ncighbor- 
hood : that they, knowing the right, 


{ may execute the worke of the Law? 


Lex ſuum cuique tribuit , the Law gi- 
ueth to euery man his owne. Then 
the common opinion of them that 
fay the faultis inthe law; is erronious, 
by condemning the Law,for the per- 
uerters ofthe Law, and Tuſtice, of 
whom there are too great anumber, 

Looke further into the trae fince- 
ritie of the Law, and you ſhal finde, 
that Reaſon hath made Lawes,to re- 
forme thoſe errors: and to puniſh the 


oftcnders : according to the qualitie 
of

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of their tranſgreſhons. Whatcan ſhe 
do, poore dumve thing? ſhe is nat a- 
ble toſpeake in her own behalte, and 
few wil do her right,cither in woorde 
or action. 

Comes ſhce not neere the Court 
when ſhe puniſheth treaſon, to pre. 
ſcrue the Kinges perſon? Embrace 
her,and vſc her worthily, for ſhe is of 

reat honor,and the princpall worke 
that cucr Reaſon brought tocftett in 
cauſes of this world. 

The Souldier and man at Armes 
will confeſle, that without the Lawes 
of warres and martiall Diſciplioe, 
there is no poſlibillitie of keeping 
thinzs1n order. 

The dwinesand profeſſors ofho- 
ly Writ in all countries, and in all 
ages, haue made alowance hereof, & 
muth endeuoured the performaunce 
of ſome things in that behalfe. 

Allthe Emperors, Monarks, ang 


K. Kings | 
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Kings ofthe world, depend hereup- 
on,and hereby their gouernments are 
preſerued and kept trom confuſion: 
the leaſt fraftion wl.creot worketh | 
great anoy,as appearcth by the [tories | 
written by Cornelius T acitus ofthe | 
hues of Nero , Galba , Vetellius, 
and others in the Romane Empare. 
T his confideration oftereth 1t ſelte 
(though ſomething abruptly,) that 
if the offences, errors, and tranſgrel- 
ſ10ns of menin theſe points did con- 
fiſt of ſubſtantial matter, as the bodies 
of the offenders do, and were, for 
their vynworthines, appointed to bee 
conſumed with fire; All the water 
inthe great Occan would notextin- 
cuiſh the flame. T his being true, t 
{hall agree well with Reaſon,and bee 
very conuenient , that men looke in- 
to themſclnes before it be too late , & 
corred their errors whileſt they hauc 
tunc,leſt in the end, for the faults of 
their 
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their matenall bod:cs , and ſenſual, 
and looſe diſpofitions : ther Soules 
which confilt of immateriall and 
vncorruptible ſubſtance, bee fett :n 
fire, and burncin hcl with vnquench. 
able fire,that no water,of what abun- 
dance ſocuer can put out. 

And ſo hauing drawne to thy re. 
membrance, theſe ſhort notes, 1 ſend 
thee to conſider (for the worthines of 
the law)that Moſes, from whom the 
grounds of ail lawes are recetued did 
(in his time) publiſh the lawto the 
people himſelte , vntill the people 
grew to great numbers , and infinite 
diſorders,and then by the perſwalion 
of Jethro his Father in lawe, hee ap-
